noon. The old man, onroute 
to his 
cabin on Andrus Island, had evident 
ly become confused in the,m ist on 


the river last night end had drawn 
up among the w illows to await tiie 
m orning's sun. 
B u t the cold and 


dampness penetrated to the m arrow 
and the old man, alone with the lit 


tie anim al who for years had shared 
his hum ble cabin, succumbed To the 


effects of the cold and exposure. 
Mr. Albenson’s body was discov­ 
ered by W m . If. Depuv, 
who lives 


east of this city and who has been 
trapping along the river. 
It was 


w h ile running his traps on the west 


side of the river this m orning that 
he noticed Albenson’s 
boat among 
the w illow s of a bayou on the east 
side of the stream . But he attached 


no im portance to the fact, as the lit­ 
tle yellow dog was seated in the how 
of the craft, and Depuv 
naturally 


thought the aged man was on th< 
rive r bank somewhere.

However, when

Depuy, run­ 


ning his traps on tho east side 
of 
tli«* stream , again 
drew near 
the 


boat, the dog commenced 
to hark 


excitedly and, attracted by the dog’s 
action, he rowed out to Albenson’s 
boat. As he drew near he saw 
the 


aged man reclining in the bottom of 
thf* boat, with his head pMlowed on 
the hard seat. He called, hut receiv­ 


ed no response and then hi* pushed 
his boat sw iftly against that in which 
the man was lying, hoping thus to 
arouse him from his apparent slum ­ 
ber. The ja r of the two boats failed 


to bring any response from Albcn- 


hou, but the action brought Dcpuy’s 
craft close enough 
for him 
to see 
that the old fisherman was lying in 


about eight inches of water. 
At once Depuy concluded that the 


man was dead, and he attem pted to
